Negroes. A throng of 1,500 people an 
in pursuit of the murderers and o 
double lynching is expected to follow 
their capture, ns the community is 
horrified and exasperated by the un- 
provoked crime. 

Turner and Durham had arrested a 
Negro named Uingerv, and were es- 
corting- him to the Kipley jail, when 
they were overtaken by two Negroes, 
brothers of the prisoner, who, with- 
out warning, fired from the rear 
shooting both oflieers in the Imek ol 
the head, killing them instantly. 

When the news of the trngedy 
reached here it created intense excite 
ment, and many business people 
OloMd up their shops in order to join 
in the chase of the murderers.
